Animals and Place Names 


People who take any interest in Irish 
place names learn at an early stage in 
their studies that animals such as the 
cow, the horse and the pig are responsible 
for a great many names of townlands, 
parishes and villages in this country.

ever, to read in Joyce’s invaluable work 
on this subject - that “all our native 
animals, without a single exception, have 
been commemorated in place names.” 
Again: “ By study of local names we can 
tell what animals formerly abounded, and 
are able to identify the very spots resorted 
to by each particular kind.”’ 

Birds were surprisingly popular as 
place-namers: robins, geese, skylarks, 
woodcock, ravens, thrushes and many 
may now be proved to have 
flourished in great numbers in parts of 
Ireland. In Mayo parish there is a district 
that picnickers acknowledge to be well 
named; for it is called The Meadow of 
the Midges, and has its counterpart in 
many places. To Clare belongs the 
doubtful honour of possessing a hill that, 
8 Gaelic, signifies the little hill of the 

eas.

Looking into St. Audoen’s Church a 
few days ago (writes a correspondent), my 
eye caught the following inscription on a 
mural tablet: ‘‘ Here stood a monument 
to William Molyneux, F.R.S., which, 
having been removed for repair by his 
grand-nephew, the second Sir Capel 
Molyneux, Bart., was, in consequence of 
his and his wife’s death soon after, un- 
fortunately lost. This tablet is erected 
A.D. 1869 in lieu thereof by théir niece, 
Elizabeth Margaret, widow of the Honble. 
Henry Caulfield,’’ and then further down 
I learned that it was to the memory of 
the illustrious son of a brilliant family, 
whom ‘“‘Locke was proud to call his 
friend,” the author of “The Case of 
Ireland Stated.” Eminent scientist and 
ee gee though he was, and one of 

ublin’s most honoured citizens in the 
latter part of the seventeenth century, it 
is for his patriotic work that he is best 
remembered to-day. Side by side with his 
family vault is one of the Usher family, 
both of which were closely connected by 
marriage, and owned extensive plots of 
Jand and buildings in St. Audoen’s and 
St. Werburgh’s Parishes. Usher’s quay. 

Jsher street and Molyneux Yard and 
other places in old Dublin were as much 
the locales of the well-to-do commercial 
and professional classes as Merrion and 
Fitzwilliam squares are to-day. Time's 
vicissitudes have wrought their cruel 
changes, and to-day they are purlieus of 
poverty. The portrait of Molyneux in the 
Examination Hall of T.C.D. hangs side 
by side with that of his kinsman, Arch- 
bishop Usher. | 


ACitchel’s Rescuer 


It is just fifty years ago since the death 
of a gifted Irishman, who had talents, 
oratorical and original, which in any other 
country would have elevated him to the 
highest position in public or professional 
life. In his stirring and eventful career 
Mr. Patrick J. Smyth played a prominent 
and frequently a hazardous part, and 
evinced a resourcefulness and courage in 
dificult situations, which only minds of 
the rarest calibre could exhibit. Like 
the greater number of the men with whom 
he was associated during the Repeal, Dis- 
establishment and agrarian agitations, the 
passing of time has thrown their efforts 


into oblivion, but as long as John 
Mitchel’s ‘“ Jail Journal’’ continues to 
be enjoyed for the charm of its style or 
the ion and romance that pervade it 


Smyth’s name will be tuated, and 
his daring and skill in effecting “ the 
fiery Fenian’s ’’ from Van Diemen’s 
Land admired h men there was a 


sincerity and single- gle-mindedness, combined 
with an ardour of temperament, which 
made them formidable in the advocacy of 


convictions, but both had the defects 


of their qualities—they were too prone to 
use the language of the zealot. Smyth in 
his eatly years proved himself a man of 
action and eloquence, and from his election 
to the House of Commons in 1870 his 
abilities as a debater and orator won the 
admiration of Disraeli and Gladstone. On 
all sides he. was rded as the comin 

man in the Irish Nationalist stiuggle, an 

undoubtedly would have attained first 
_rank but for his vehement outburst when 
.the Trish land war was beginning in the 
early eighties. The Land League had just 
been fonnded. and, far from a. 
enamoured of its methods, Smyt 

characterised it as ' A League of Hell.”’ 
Henceforth his star declined, and he 
retired from public life in 1882.

“he XK ational Library 


The change -in the staffing of our 
National Library, which is about to be 
introduced at an early date, is likely to 
be mine with mixed feelings by patrons 
of that institution. As all its regular 
frequenters have known for many years 
past, its system of management was as 
near perfection as the most scientific 
scheme of. librarianship could be made, 
and since the present distinguished 
director, Dr. Richard A. Best, took up 
control, readers know how his régime has 
made the library an ideal place for student 
and literary workers to apply theméelves 
to their tasks free from distraction or 
interference. The. innovation 
will mean the transfer of at least a dozen 
of the junior members of the staff to 
different departments of the Civil Ser- 
vice, and their substitution by about the 
same number of new, untrained hands, 
who have recently passcl a qualifying 
examination. These are to form an en- 
tirely new b-anch of the official staff, 
to wear uniforms when on duty, and to 
act as book ren from the library 
attendants, who hand tnem the bocks 
for which dockets have beer. furnished, 
and carry them te the counter for distri- 
bution to the readers, under the super- 
vision of a senior official. It is question- 
able if this departure will make for 
efficiency of service, for bibliography is 
a bewildering subject for the novice, and 
the book shelves’ and numerous sections 
are as confusing for a beginner as the 
streets of a big city for a fresh Visitor.

ELEGATES from all districts in the 

D Irish Free State attended the annual 

area Confetence of the British 

ion in Mills’ Restaurant, Merrion row, 

Dublin, of Saturday evening, under the 

residency of Mr. A. P. Connolly, Area 
hairman. 

A silent tribute having been paid to the 
fallen, 

Major-General Sir W. B. Hickie, K.C.B., 
Area President, addressed the Conference. 

In extending a welcome to the delegates, 
he thanked them, and the Area Council and 
the secretaties and officials of thé branches 
for their continued interest, and for all 
the good work which had been done. In 
their name, and in his own, he extended 
that. weleome to the Chairman of the 
National Executive Council, Major Fether- 
stone Godley. They ttusted that Major 
Godley would enjoy his visit. to the Irish 
Free State Area, and he was sure that he 
would take away with him a knowledge of 
their work and of their difficulties which 
he could not have obtained in a ndon 
office. 

As regards the motions which were com- 
ing up for discussion, he hoped that the de- 
bate on the Public Assistance Act, as far as 
it affects ex-Service men, would produce a 
considered and -concreté proposal, which the 
Council can have laid beforethe Minister. He 
felt sure that any moderate request would 
have the Minister’s sympathetic considera- 
tion. 


FIELD-MARSHAL HAIG 


“There are, he continued, ‘‘ two resolu- 
tions dealing with the ungenhérous attack 
made by Mr. Lloyd George on our revered 
leader, Field-Marshal Earl Haig. The over- 
whelming confidence of the men who served 
under him is our best answer. (Applause.) 
The losses for which Lerd Haig is blamed 
were indeed very great, but against such a 
véry fine fighting machine gs the German 
Army the victorious Allies could not expect 
othérwise. I knew Lord Haig personally for 
over forty years. He was a fearless, detert- 
mined man, a student and a thinker. He 
had made his plah fer winning the War, and 
his indomitable spirit, backed by the finest 
fighting force that any general ever com- 
mended, enabled him to carry that plan to 
victory, in spite of the petty iftrigues and 
jealousies of the politicians who criticised 
from homé and who were never themselves in 
thé trenches. (Applause.) In all the course 
ef my long life | can truly say that | never 
met any man with a lesser share of personal 
vanity.’’ (Applause.) 

Among replies to telegrams sent out by 
the conference was one from His Majesty 
the King, conveying sincere thanks for the 
loyal terms of their message; and one from 
the Prince of Wales thanking the conference 
for their loyal gtéétings atid good Wishes. 

The Area Shield, for the best branch in the 
year, was won by the Dublin Central Branch, 
and the Lady Haig Banner by the South 
Dublin (Women’s) Bratich. 

Mr. M. J. Nolan, administrative agent, of 
the United Services Fund, was presented with 
n doctor’s fitted éabinet, the gift of the Area 
Council, on the severante of his connection 
with the staff of the United Services Fund 
(Béenevoletit Department), consequent on the 
taking over of the work of that department 
hy the British Legion last October, 

Mr. Nolan, expressing his thanks, said that, 
although he had severed his official connec- 
tion with the United Services Fund, that did 
hot in any way tean that he had severed 
hig connection with the British Legion. 
(Applause. ) 


POSITION OF FREE STATE 


Major Fetherston Godley, O.B.E., national 
chairman, suggested that the Irish Free State 
Area should send a small block of delegates 
to the national conferences of the. League that 
were held in London every year, becalise, he 
said, While their comrades in Kngland were 
in full sympathy with them, they were 
rather apt to forget the 
British ex-Servic@ men in the Irish Free 
State had to overcome. He felt very strongly 
that when the British Legion were dealing 
with areas that wefe labelled as distress areds 
they should look to the area of the Free 
State as o distressed area as much as the 
Tyne and South Wales. He had made some 
inquiries in the Free State, and to his mind 
the present position of a large number of 
ex-Service men in Ireland was much more 
parlous than that of ex-Service men across 
the water, and very much nearer the stat- 
vation line. That was not as it should be, 
and he thought it was the duty oí. those 
British Legion areas in England to do some- 
thing for the ex-Service men over here. He 
was glad to be able to say that when dis- 
cussing a scheme of liaison between areas 
it was stiggested that there should be Jiaison 
between East Anglia and the Free State, and 
that East Anglia should wake in the Free 
State for the purpose of relief. (Applause. ) 

He asked them to give the gravest thouglit 
and consideration to the question of how the 
present relief guide could be amended for 
the greatest good of the greatest number, 
That relict guide was only provisional, and 
there Was no reason why it should not be 
amended if they could put up a reasonable 
scheme that would be acceptable. to their 
officials. The Legion had grown in strength 
and in the estimation of the public and -of 
their neighbours on the Continent because it 
took a reasonable line. It took a middle line 
and a sane line. It stood for Tr 
thought and for the rights of ex-Service men, 
and the giving to them what was their due 
in a seadbnabie manner. 

Speaking of what he said was a great deal 
of Reatractive criticism of the Legion that 
recently had been published in some sections 
of the Press, Major Fetherston Godley said 
that the main criticism was that the Legion 
had not done what the writers of the 
criticiamea thought was best. The Legion did 
what it thought was best—(applause)—and 
the best weapon to meet an attack of this 
sort was contempt. (Applause.) 

Colonel Biakiston-Houston, representing 
Northern Ireland, said that in his opinion one 
thing that won the war was that Service men 
all stuck together, and another was that they 
stuck to their leaders. He appealed to all 
British ex-Service men to join the British 
Legion, and, having joined it, to stick to 
their leaders. 


DISTRESS ACUTE 


Mr. 8. A. Byers, Regional Benevolent 
agent, said that there was no place where 
distress amongst British ex-Service men was 
so acute as in the Trish Free State. He had 
put the ‘case of the South of Ireland very 
strongly in London, and he could assure 
them that the Free State would be treated 
as & depressed aren. It was hoped that in 
the near future the Legion would relax to aA 
very great extent the restrictions in expendi- 
ture imposed on the Free State aren. 

The Chairman, referring to a résolution 
of the Limerick Branch which had been 
assed oy the Women’s Conference last year, 
h regard to delays in treating cases of 
suspected tuberculosis, called on Dr. J. A. 
Hy-binson, Dublin County Medical Officer 
of Health, to address the conference on the 
subject of cases of suspected tuberculosis. 

Dr. Harbinson dealt with the problem of 
tuberculosis in keneral. and said that it was 
not only a ptoblem of preventing a_parti- 
cular disease, but a problem of housing, of 
milk; an é@eonotmic problem and a social pro- 
blem. Even when the State took over the 
work, it still must look to voluntary organi- 
dations to carry it out. One of the greatest 
difficulties was to

It 
was with regret that they. must refer to the 
cowardly assaults which were inflicted on 
some of the sellers, necessitating in at léaat 
two cases, treatment in. hospita!. 

Branches of the Women’s» Section through- 
out the area weré doing splendid work, and 
special mention was mad: of the Dublin 
Central Branch for the work done during 
the year. 

The number of pensions now itt issue in 
the area from the Prince of Wales’ British 
Legion Pension Fund was 128. During the 


1934, the sum of £32,344 Ys. Ild. was ex- 
pended in the area under the varions schetnes 
of the British Legion Relief Fund, and the 
United Service Fund. 

The placings of when. Jloyed ex-Service 
men in the area during ths year greatly ex- 
ceedéd those of last year, and the demand 
for applicants in many cases now exceeded 
the supply. The total placings for the year 
1933-'34 were :—Permanent, 647; temporary, 
1.446; castial, 821; total, 2,904. There were 
njw 56 brariches which had notified the 
Employment Department of having set up 
Employment’ Committees, and these were 
functioning to good purpose. 

Moving the adoption of thé report, the 
Chairman said that he thought that what was 
becoming their greatest activity was that of 
finding employment, and he thought that 
their work in that direction during the year 
wa gá truly renarkable achievement. 
The British Legion, as a whole, had, from 
1930. until 1934 found 138,150 jobs 
for British ex-Service men. (Applanse.) It 
was the intention of the Legion to have A 
national employment week next motth, and 
he had a letter from the Legion’s Vice-Patron, 
[ard Jellicoe, expressing his warmest wishes 
for its success. 


MONEY FOR EMPLOYMENT 


There was available in the [I.egion a suth 
of money for the promotion of employment 
schemes. 4nd it was the only fund 
that they had any trouble in spend. 
ing, becans of the difficulty in finá. 
ing employiment schemes which could be 
approved by the Legion. Last year only one 
achethe was started, That was a stone-break- 
ing scheme in Castlebar, for which the Legion 
provided as capital the sum of £50, If ap- 
proved schemes were started the money was 
available to finance them. 

The main grievance of the Legion regarding 
housing never was in relation to rents, but 
rather that the number of houses was totally 
inadequate to the needs of ex- Service men 
here, and they should make it their greatest 
Activity to see that justice was dune to ex- 
Service men in this respect. ({Applause.) He 
would be very sorry to think that even one 
branch of the Legion would support the con- 
tetition. that it was the intention of the 
Legion that houses should be provided free 
of charge, although it was true that that 
view was endorsed by various associations of 
How ex Service men could satisfy 
their minds that they were living up to the 
true ideals of the Legion, aud how they could 
talk about comradeship he did not know, if, 
having vot a house, they said they should 
pay nothing, and thereby bring about theo 
collapse of future schemes. He hoped, for the

The 
Sailors’. and Soldiers’ Land Trust had by 
degrees been bringing down the rents of 
these houses, and had been aiming at further 
reductions so as to bring the rents down to 
the absolute minimum required for the main- 
tenance of the houses, when the action that 
they all knew about was brought against 
thie Land Trust by certain tenants in 
Killester. The Supreme Court found that 
the Land Trust were not entitled to collect 
rents, and at the moment that was the situa- 
Similar action was 
brought by tenants in Northern Ireland an(l 
they were turned down by the High Court 
there, and were moat 
down by the Court of Appeal in Belfast, so 
that they had a different situation operating 
in Northern Ireland. “ When the judgment 
was given hy the Supreme Court,” continued 
Major-Gieneral Franks, ‘‘ the British Treasury 
gave us orders at once to suspend all further 
building operations. and they said: ‘If this 
is the way Irish ex Service men show thei) 
gratitide, we will build no more houses 
for them.’

RESH arrivals from Calymnos, one of 
the Dodecanese Islands, where a revolt 
against Italian rule is stated to have been 
followed by the proclamation of martial 
law, declare that there have been renewed 
clashes with the military, resulting in 
many casualties on both sides. 

Several eminent persons 
arrested, it is stated.

The Italian authorities are alleged to 
have commandeered live stock and to be 
continuing a strict blockade, ? 

It is understood that the Dodecanese 
Guild here will make a demarché at the 
British,-French and German Legations to- 
morrow, 

The Italian Government has categorically 
denied that there is any trouble im the 
Dodecanese.

houses at Killester, and, om the average, the 
expenditure per hotise amounted to £15. 
That is a little problem that is awaiting 
some of these tenants who are paying no 
rent—that in the course of time their housés 
will require repairs, and they will be called 
upon to carry them ont.’ 

‘** Negotiations,” gaid Major-General 
Franks ‘‘ have been initiated between the 
Imperial Parliament and the Government of 
the Irish Free State to see whether a sen. 
sible solution of this matter can be arrived 
at. We, in the Land Trust, are well aware 
that a large majority of our tenants would 
welcome a return to something like the old 
days, by which they would pay a reasonable 
weekly rent for the houses, and the onus of 
the repairs would be borne by the Land 
Trust. That is the position now, and I 
can only suggést that the Legion should 
use its best offices to induce the Government 
of the Irish Free State to adopt a sensible 
attitude and agree with the Imperial Par- 
liament to initiate such legislation as may 
be necessary to remedy the present very 
unfortunate state of affairs. ir legislation 
of that nature was initiated, and this pre- 
sent siluation was remedied, there are funds 
available to build a considerable number of 
extra houses, which certainly would give 
very welcome relief, at least in Dublin, and 
if this settlement is arrived at I have no 
doubt we could start building again as soon 
as possible, but until & settlement is reached, 
nothing can. or will, be done in the matter.”’

The London Talks 


On last Friday MM. Flandin and Laval 
opened conversations in London with 
representatives of the British Government. 
The talks continued on Saturday and 
yesterday, and last evening an official 
communiqué was issued, showing that very 
substantial agreement had been reached. 
The French Ministers will return to Paris 
this morning. While nothing in the nature 
of a formal document has been signed, 
marked progress has been made along the 
lines of European policy that were laid 
down in the first case at Locarno. Thon, 
it will be remembered, Britain, France, 
Germany, Italy and Belgium made a 
solemn pact, virtually guaranteeing the 
status quo in Western Europe, and 
promising to come to.one another’s assist- 
ance in the event of an armed attack on 
any of the signatories. There was a 
certain amount of criticism of this agrce- 
ment at the time, on the ground that it 
involved Great 


Britain in Europear 


commitments, without giving her any- 
thing in return; for*it was fairly obvious 
that nobody expected an attack to be 
made on the British Isles, and the real 
purpose of the pact was to give France 
additional guarantees against a possible 
invasion by Germany. Now the London 
conversations have carried this arrange- 
ment a step farther. A tentative agree- 
ment has been made whereby Britain and 
France are prepared to recommend a pact 
which will pledge the Locarno Powers to 
send their Air Forces immediately to one 
another’s aid in the case of an unprovoked 
attack. This proposal will be submitted 
without delay to Germany, Italy and 
Belgium, and when their replies have been 
received negotiations will be resumed in 
London. The French and British Ministc~s 
take the view that such a reciprocal pact, 
signed in the first instance by the five 
Locarno Powers, would go a long way 
towards the freeing of Europe from the 
dread of a sudden air attack. It would 
give the Continent that sense of :ecurity 
which is so sorely lacking at present, and 
generally would promote the interest of 
-world peace. 

From the British point of view the new 
proposal seems to be eminently desirable. 
For some time past a vociferous Press 
campaign has been warning the British 
people against the dangers of an unex- 
pected attack from the air, and all sorts 
of dire predictions have been made. Britain 
is peculiarly vulnerable, Since the advent 
of the aeroplane she has ceased to be an 
island, and when Mr, Stanley Baldwin 
some months ago announced that her 
frontier now was the Rhine he merely 
was stating the bald truth. If any con- 


Great Britain to-morrow, London, Man- 
chester, Liverpool—and, for that matter, 
Dublin and Belfast—could be laid waste 
in a few hours. The British Air Force, 
for its size, probably is the most efficient 
in the world; but it is miserably smal! in 
comparison with the continental establish- 
ments, and, although an effort is being 
made to increase its strength, it could not 
be expected to hold its own against its 
powerful rivals on the Continent. By 
virtue of the proposed agreement Britain 
would receive that guarantee of security 
in the air which France obtained on land 
at Locarno, For once she would get some- 
thing in return for her own guarantee, 
and, although she would commit. herself 
in certain circumstances to armed inter- 
vention on the Continent, she already is 
committed by her Locarno obligations in 
any case. Sir John Simon, who broadcast 
a short talk on the subject last evening, 
indicated clearly that the proposal was 
regarded in British circles as being of 
decided advantage to these islands. Of

It might be argued that 
these clauses in any event are worthless, 
but there is all the difference in the world 
between Germany’s defiance of the Treaty 
and her acquiescence in a new convention 
to replace the obnoxious Part V. Of 
course, the Anglo-French offer is tot 
entirely unconditional. It presupposes 
that Germany will take her place again 
in the League of Nations, and that she will 
consent to allow her claim for complete 
equality to be dealt with simultaneously 
with all other outstanding problems of 
Kuropean concern, rather than. demand 
priority for it. Reduced to its simplest 
the London plan means that 
Germany is being given a chance to join 
in a general pact of European security, 
with the alternative of an alliance, in fact, 
if not in law, against her.

Trade with the North 


It is encouraging to notice that our plea 
for closer trading relations between the 
Free State and Northern Ireland has been 
endorsed by the Northern Minister of 
Finance. While giving a hearty welcome 
to the project, Mr. Pollock, as befits an 
acting Prime Minister, is careful to point 
out the difficulties which it entails. 
Northern Ireland is not a fiscal unit, but 
part of the fiscal unit of the United 
Kingdom ; she cannot raise or lower tariffs 
at her own will, but is: subject in these 
matters to the British Government, which 
alone holds the strings of her fiscal policy. 
Nevertheless, with full respect to Mr. 
Pollock, we doubt whether he does not 
under-estimate his Government's indirect 
power. It is true that Stormont could 
not abolish the special duties on consign- 
ments of Free State cattle to Northern 
Ireland; but, by consultation with the 
British Government, Viscount Craigavon 
could procure, without difficulty, the right 
to make separate arrangements, For that 
matter, there are many ways in which 
trade between North and South could be 
stimulated, without any need to tamper 


with the special duties. To take one 
instance, various firms in Northern 
Ireland manufacture machinery, Is there 


any reason why the Free State, even if 
she refuses to take machinery from Great 
Britain, should not obtain it from those 
Northern firms? It has been suggested in 
Belfast that .Southern farmers should 
apply themselves to the growing of flax, 
in view of the North’s impending dearth 
of it, and that arrangements should be 
made whereby they could be certain of a 
These are 
only two of many respects in which trade 
could be fostered between the sections of 
our country—without, so far as we can 
see, any abatement of the “ economic war ” 
between Merrion street and Westminster.

Sir John Simon (Foreign Secretary), in a broadcast last night 
dealing with the result of the Anglo-French conversations, and in 
particular with the suggestion relating to security against air attack. 
said it was ouite clear that in recent years there had arisen a new 
and special danger, due to the possibility of the misuse of modern de- 


velopments in the air. 


The British and French Ministers, on behalf of their Govern- 
ments, were in agreement that, if a mutual agreement could be 


made, it would go far to operate as a deterrent to aggression, and 
it would ensure immunity from sudden attack from the air. 


Sir John emphasised that Britain had not undertaken any new 


commitment. 


The new plan would provide them for the first time 


with an undertaking for their own immediate advantage.

have to be mobilised, and, 
swiftly armies may act, they 
cannot strike the mortal blow in a very 
short time,” said Sir John Simon in his 
broadcast address. ‘‘ Navies have to be 
concentrated and: move under conditions 
where what they are doing, or are likely 
to do, can hardly be kept secret. 

“ But this new invention of movement 
in the air, with its latest developments of 
machines of vast range and tremendous 
speed, high power and the possibility of 
rapid and secret manceuvre, this new 
development undoubtedly fills — many 
people with a new foreboding of a new 
danger which may threaten the town and 
country alike. 

‘“Supposing there were a “Power 
possessed of an Air Force planning to 
make a sudden attack against its neigh- 
bour, what is more likely than that the 
first assault would take the form of an 
overwhelming attack from the air? 


DANGER OF ATTACK 


“Therefore, the French and. British 
Ministers, surveying this problem of peace 
“nd security, were led to analyse in much 
detail the nature of the danger of sudden 
aerial aggression by one country on 
another. 

“ We asked ourselves this question: 
Will it be possible to make provisions’ 
against this danger by a reciprocal 
regional agreement among certain Powers? 

‘Let me illustrate: Let us take 
Western Europe, and suppose the four 
Powers are A, B, C and D. Would it be 
possible to negotiate an agreement 
between those four Powers under which 
the signatories would undertake imme- 
diately to give the assistance of their Air 
Forces to any one of their number who 
was the victim of unprovoked aerial 
aggression by one of their number? 

“TE A suddenly attacked B from the 
air, C and D would immediately come to 
the assistance of B. If. you could nego- 
tiate such an agreement, would it not 
operate as a most effective preventive and 
deterrent against this fearful possibility !

“Those rules are the most certainly 
observed which it does not pay anyone to 
break, and if it wete known that an un- 
provoked aerial aggression by any one of 
the four would immediately bring upon 
the wrong-doer the air forces of the 
others, is it not probable that this would 
very greatly increase the likelihood of no 
such aggression ever taking place at all? 

“The British and French Ministers, on 
behalf of their Governments, . were in 
acreement that if such a mutual arrange- 
ment could be made, say for four or five 
countries in Western Europe, that would 
co far to operate as a deterrent to 
aggression, and it would ensure immunity 
from sudden attack from the air.

PRECISION TO A PROMISE 


“That, undoubtedly, gives precision to 
the promise, which is at present expressed 
in more general terms. It seems to me 
that, since we in this country have a repu- 
tation for keeping our pledged word, if 
the case did arise of unprovoked aerial 
aggression on the part of one or other of 
our neighbours within the Locarno ‘Treaty, 
we should find ourselves bound to take 
part, and, if we did take part, common 
prudence would suggest that we should 
lose no time about it. 

“You way well ask—‘ This is an in- 
teresting idea, well worth thinking over, 
but has the British Government between 
Friday morning and Sunday evening com- 
mitted this country to a novel scheme, 
about which very few people have heard 
before a few days agu?’ ‘lhe answer is— 
‘ Certainly not.’ 

“We have agreed with the Frenth 
Government that this kind of scheme in 
Western. Europe, if it could be negotiated 
and carried out, would provide a deterrent 
which would go far to ensure immunity 
from sudden attacks from the air. 


GERMANY IN EQUALITY 


“ Germany, in this matter, is being 
treated as she ought to be treated: as on 
a level with everybody else invited to the 
discussions. 

“ We hope that the other countries wil] 
examine the project, and let us know in 
due course if they do not think that it 
offers great possibilities for increasing 
security and promoting the peace of the 
world. 

“I must say one more word about 
Italy—that great country associated by 
so long a history of fsiendship and sym- 
pathy with our own is never absent from 
our thoughts when we think of the 
problem of peace in Europe. But you will 
observe that under the Locarno Treaty 
Britain is under no obligation to offer help 
to Italy and Italy is under no obligation to 
offer help to England. 


OUTSIDE 


“ Under the Locarno Treaty Britain and 
Italy are not beneficiaries. They do not 
get the shelter of the roof of Locarno. 
They are rather like two buttresses out- 
side the building, helping to sustain the 
roof, but exposed to the weather. 

‘* Now, for practical reasons, it may be 
doubted whether the geographical distance 
between Italy and this country is not such 
that it may be better to conceive probably 
not one regional agreement, but, perhaps, 
more than ona. 

“ We have not carried that analysis far 
enough to be sure.. I can imagine that 
when this matter is discussed on equa! 
terms by those whom we have consulted 
and ourselves we may find that a limited 
agreement for Western Europe with Ger- 
many, and I hops Belgium, and 1 hope 
France and ourselves, may be a practic- 
able proposition, and it may be Italy. 
France, and Germany would find them- 
selves under another combination. That 
is for the future. | 

“ What I desire to do to-night is to 
direct your most earnest attention to this 
new investigation as to the ways an.’

TEXT OF OFFICIAL 
COMMUNIQUE 


SPIRIT OF MUTUAL 
TRUST 


o— 


HE following official communiqué was 
issued last night at the ccnclusion of 
the Anglo-French talks :— t 

The object of the meeting between the 
British and French Ministers, which has 
been taking place in London, was to 

romote the peace of the world by closer 
Ruseped co-operation in a spirit of most 
friendly confidence and to remove those 
tendencies which, if unchecked, are cal- 
culated to lead to a race in armaments 
and to increase the dangers of war. 

With this object in view the British 
and French Ministers proceeded to an 
examination of the general situation. 
They took note of the particularly im- 
portant part played by the League of 
Nations in the recent settlements of certain 
international problems, and welcomed the 
successful results as evidence of the con- 
ciliatory spirit of all the Governments 
taking part in those settlements. 

They declare their determination t- 
pursue, both as regards the problems of 
their own countries and of the League. 
policies guided by the same methods of 
conciliation and co-operation. 


ROME AGREEMENTS 


agreements recently reached in Rome, the 
British Ministers, cn behalf of His 
Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom, cordially welcomed the declara- 
tion by which the French and Italian 
Governments have asserted their intention 
to develop the traditional friendship which 
unites the two nations, and associated ‘lis 
Maiesty’s Government with ‘the intention 
of the French and Italian Governments 
to collaborate in a spirit of mutual trust 
in the maintenance of general peace. 
The British Ministers expressed the con- 
zratulations of His Majesty's Government 
on the conclusion of the Rome agreement 
regarding Central Europe, and made it 
clear that, as a consequence of -the de- 
clarations made by His Majestv’s Govern- 
ment in conjunction with the French and 
Italian Governments on the 17th February 
and the 27th September last, His Majesty’s 
Government consider themselves to be 
among the Powers which will, as provided 
in the Rome agreement, consult together 
if the independence’ and integrity of 
Austria are menaced. 
The British and French Ministers hope 
that the encouraging progress thus achieved 
may now be continued by means of the 


direct and effective co-operation of Ger- 
many. 


nor anyother Power whose armaments have 
been defined by the Peace Treaties is 
entitled by unilateral action to modify 
these obligations. But they are further 
agreed that nothing would contribute more 
to the restoration of confidence and the 
prospects of peace among nations than a 
general settlement, freely negotiated 
between Germany and the other Powers. 


ORGANISING SECURITY 


This general settlement would make pro- 
vision for the organisation of secuvity in 
Europe, particularly by means of the con- 
clusion of pacts freely negotiated between 
all the-imterested parties, and ensuring 
mutual assistance in Eastern Europe, and 
the system foreshadowed in the Rome 
proces-verbal for Central Europe. Simul- 
taneously and in conformity with the terms 
of the declaration of the 11th December, 
1952, regarding equality of rights in a 
system of security, this settlement would 
establish agreements regarding armaments 


| generally, which, in the case of Germany, 


would replace the provisions of Part V. of 
the Treaty of Versailles at present limiting 
the arms and armed forces of Germany. 

It would also be part of the general 
settlement that Germany should resume 
her place in the League of Nations with a 
view to active membership. 

The French Government and the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom trust that the 
other Governments concerned may share 
these views. : 


THE AIR MENACE 


In the course of these meetings the 
British and French Ministers have been 
impressed by the special daiigers to peace 
created by modern developments in the air, 
the misuse of which might lead to sudden 
aevial aggression by une eountry upon 
another, and have given consideration to 
the possibility of provision being made 
against these dangers by a reciprocal 
regional agreement between certain Powers. 

It is suggested that the signatories would 
undertake immediately to give the assist- 
ance of their air forces to whichever of 
them might be the victim of unprovoked 
aerial aggression by one of the contracting 
parties. 

The British and French Ministers, on be- 
half of their respective Governments, found 
themselves in agreement that a mutual 
arrangement of this kind for Western 
Europe would go far to operate as a deter- 
rent to aggression, and to ensure immunity 
from sudden attacks from the air, and they 
resolved to invite Italy, Germany and 
Belgium to consider with them whether 
such a convention might not be promptly 
negotiated. 

They earnestly desire that all the 
countries concerned should appreciate that 
the object of this proposal is to reinforce 
peace—the sole aim pursued by the ‘wo 
Governments. The Governments of France 
and thé United Kingdom declare them- 
selves ready to resume their consultations 
without delay after having received the 
replies of the other interested Powers.

AGROUND 


CREW THIRTEEN 
HOURS ADRIFT

LARES, oil, bedding, everything in- 
flammable, were burned off the 
Wicklow coast by eight Welsh fishermen 
on Saturday night in an endeavour to 
attract attention to their desperate posi- 
tion when their fishing boat ran aground 
on Arklow Bank. 

The signals, however, went unnoticed, 
and the shipwrecked men took to the oven 
sea in a small boat. For thirteen hours 
they battled with. the ele. ents, driftin 
with the running tide or rowing wit 
stiffened arms against the off-shore storm 
in pitch darkness. About ten o'clock 
yesterday morning they managed to reach 
the coast off Ardinary, where a farmer, 
Mr. Thomas O’Carroll, assisted them to 
land and gave them food and dry clothing. 

The boat Fleck (owners, Handcock and 
Sons, Milford Haven) left the home port 
on Thursday fully equipped with coal, ice, 
stores, bait and its crew of eight, and now 
the boat is a wreck and the crew have 
returned to their homes, 


BAILED ALL NIGHT 


The captain (Mr. William Davis) said 
to our reporter:—‘‘ We lost everything. 
We got away as we stood. I have been 
sailing since I was twelve, and this was 
my first accident, though I fished those 
grounds scores of times. We were three 
miles inside Arklow Lightship, abreast of 
Arklow town, when the ship grounded at 
high tide in a heavy sea and wind. We 
sent up seven flares and then paraffin oil and 
bedding as signals of distress. The engine 
room filled with water, and the ship wa» 
rapidly breaking up beneath us. We 
launched a little boat. and, while the crew 
rowed all night long or drifted in the 
darkness with the strong tide, two men 
bailed out the seas. Our arms grew stiff, 
aad we feared we would never make the 
land that looked so tempting. It was a 
dreadful experience. and the Fleck has 
become a total wreck.”’ 


“PEOPLE VERY KIND” 


“The people were very kind to us,” said 
one of the crew. ‘‘ They could not have been 
nicer if we were their own brothers.” 

Civic Guards and Lloyd’s agent looked 
after the shipwrecked men in Wicklow, 
and they returned to Wales by the mail 
boat yesterday. '

While Brazi) produces a long list of com- 
modities which could be useful to further 
the industrial programme of the Govern- 
ment here, certain astute persons on this 
side of the Atlantic, both in Dublin and 
London, have already begun to exploit the 
possibilities of a market for live stock in 
that country. 

Recently the Free State exported a 
number of racehorses'to Brazil. Possibly

Brazil has only the common herd to rely 
upon, and pedigree stock of all species is 
very much needed. Young bulls, young 
horses and poultry could be supplied by 
the Free State. Linen, too, is needed in 
Brazil, while the Free State shall be 
expected to by rubber from their South 
American plantations. With this we shal! 
probably start to manufacture tyres here. 
Raw cotton, Indian corn, gold, silver and 
copper are a few of the other products we 
could import, while mahogany and every 
other kind of wood necessary for the mann. 
facture of furniture could form the basis 
of trade with Brazil. There is also coffee 
to export, and this crop has in recent 
times given the Brazilian Government a 
good deal of trouble to market.

DECISION OF N.A.C.A. 
CONGRESS 


Bers border question in Irish athletics, 
which has been the cause of continual 
trouble, especially in the last five years, 
yesterday came to, and passed, crisis- point. 
The result is that in future, in all 
probability, Free State athletes will be 
unable to compete in international com- 
petitions, or even with Northern Ireland 
athletes. A ruling by the international 
governing body has been challenged and 
defied by the National Athletic and 
Cycling Association of Ireland The ruling 
was that Northern Ireland athletics 
should be controlled not by this associa- 
tion, but by the British association., The 
annua) congress of the »N.A.C.A.L., 
indignant at the decision that its activities 
should be restricted to the ‘‘ area contained 
within the boundary of the Irish Free 
State,” defeated a resolution that the 
international ruling be accepted. There 
was a warm and lively four-hours debate, 
however, and the defeat of the resolution 
was effected by a margin of three votes 
only. It was greeted with almost frenzied 
cheers from the anti-internationalists. 


THE NORTH GOES OUT 


There were no delegates from Northern 
Ireland present at the congress, and a 
letter was read from the association's 
officials in Belfast, handing in their 
moneys and resignations with regret. The 
hon. treasurer of the association said that 
no money had previously been given by 
the Northern Ireland body for five years. 

The lack of control by the association in 
Northern Ireland had also been mentioned 
in a report, and it had been said that not 
ten per cent. of Northern Ireland athletes 
would have anything to do with the 


association, the headquarters of which are, ' 


of course, in Dublin. 

By rejecting the decision of the inter- 
national body the Irish association now 
makes itself liable to the taking away of 
its international status if it interferes 
in any way in the Northern territory, 
which has now been, by international edict, 
removed from its jurisdiction. If it is 
suspended by the international body, the 
affiliated Amateur Athletics Association 
(London) would, of course, refuse to have 
anything to do with it, and Northern 


Ireland athletes, being now in the A.A.A.,’ 


would (in the law-abiding majority) have 
to cold-shoulder their Southern com- 
panions in sport. 

On the otner hand it was declared, with 
some heat, that (in effect) to recognise 
partition in this way would result in a 
splitting overnight of the Irish associa- 
tion, chaos in Irish athletics, and the 
assumption of control by the Gaelic Ath- 
letic Association, which was undesirable. 


ISOLATION 


Certainly, if the association’s decision 
has its natural effect the athletes of the 
Free State will have to keep and display 
their prowess only at home, and even a 
union with the North in athletics will be 
impossible. 

“H is Ulster that has caused ~ the 
trouble at all our congresses,’’ said a de- 
legate during the meeting; and another 
commented—'‘‘ Half the attraction for the 
North in having autonomy in athletics, 
tewards which this international decision 
is regarded as the first step, lies in this 
association’s strenuous opposition to the 
suggestion." 

Dr. Rowlette, T.D., said: ‘‘ Those who 
wished to support this association in the 
North have been forced by circumstances 
to see the impossibility at the moment of 
maintaining an effective all-Ireland or- 
ganisation ”’ 


RESIGNATIONS 


Reactions to the congress’s majority de- 
vision were swift. When the election of 
officials for the coming year was held the 
president of the association (Mr. P. C. 
Moore) said that he declined to go forward 
for re-election in consequence of the de- 
cision. The only other nominee withdrew, 
however, and, after a remarkable scene 
showing the ‘‘ personal loyalty ’’ to him, 
and when the meeting had been without 
a cliairman for some time, he was vir- 
tually forced to accept the office again. 
Mr. T. E. Nolan, who has been hon. 
treasurer for the past five years, also ex- 
pressed strong disapproval of the decision, 
and would not consent to be re-elected. 
He was replaced. The hon. secretary 
(Mr. J. J. MeGilton) similarly protested. 
“I came into the association as an 
athlete, and not as a politician,”’ he told 
the congress. No one else would accept 
his position, and he agreed to “‘ carry on ”' 
until the next meeting of the association’s 
council. He mentioned that recently, in 
consequence of the International Federa- 
tion’s decision, he had received letters 
from ‘‘every anti-partitionist, every anti- 
English club in the country—all written 
in English ''—and added that he had re- 
plied to each letter in Irish.

The New York Stock Exchange authori- 
ties have not yet decided whether they will 
close the Stock market on the day that 
the Supreme Court’s ruling is announced. 
The Coffee and Sugar Exchange, however, 
to-day gave its president discretionary 
power to close before or after the ruling. 
The .desirability of closing all forty- 
seven Exchanges in the country when the 
Supreme Court issues its decision is being 
considered by the Exchange Commission 
in order to safeguard billions of invested 
dollars from possible violent fluctuations 
in securities. The decision will affect 
£20,000,000,000 invested in private bonds.

A CONSTRUCTIVE 
AGREEMENT

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—The skilfully prepared and well- 
conducted negotiations between Great 
Britain and France were brought to a 
most successful conclusion yesterday, and 
the agreement which the two Governments 
have concluded, provisional as it must be 
until confirmed by other States, may 
prove to be the most valuable contribution 
to European peace that has been made 
since Locarno. The twin problems of 
German equality and French security have 
been boldly faced, and a solution is pro- 
posed which should—in the words of the 
agreed communtqué—‘* promote the peace 
of the world by closer European co- 
operation.’ 

It should be clearly understood that no 
agreement on these lines has actually been 
concluded. The suggested convention is 
at present merely a joint Anglo-French 
proposal. - As such it has already been 
communicated to Germany, Italy and 
Belgium, the other signatories of the 
Locarno Treaty, and it is observed in the 
official statement that the Governments of 
France and of the United Kingdom 
declare themselves ready to resume their 
consultations without delay after having 
received the replies of the other interested 
Powers. This does not, of course, imply 
that the compact is in any sense an exclu- 
sive one between the French and British 
Governments, and it seems. highly 
probable that these particular negotiations 
may be conducted in the form of a roun\l- 
table conference in the same manner as the 
original Locarno negotiations. Germany is 
being treated exactly like Italy and 
Belgium, and obviously the matter is one 
of more vital importance for Germany 
than for Italy. It remains, indeed, to be 
seen whether Italy will consider it worth 
her while to enter as a whole-part signa- 
tory into a convention which would 
commit her and Great Britain to the 
defence of each other’s frontiers. 

The proposed Western European Air 
Convention, adds. The Times. is desicned 
to give a more precise definition of how 
British help will be rendered in the case 
of aggression in the air. It is an ampli- 
fication of Locarno. But its importance 
consists less in precision or in definition 
than in psychological values, and since 
the trouble is primarily psychological, the 
enhanced sense of security on either side 
of the Rhine should have a beneficent and 
tranquilising influence upon two countries 
which, in effect, have nothing to quarre! 
about. The new agreement must stand or 
fall by the extent to which it promotes 
the re-settl-ment of Europe. In the

THE BARRIER OF TARIFFS

MINISTER’S VIEW 
The Right Hon. H. M. Pollock, the 


Northern Minister of Finance, who is act- 
ing as Prime Minister in the absence of 
Lord Craigavon during his visit to South 
Africa, stated in an interview which he 
gave me to-day :— “ It goes without saying 
that everyone in Northern Ireland desires 
the closest business. relations between 
Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State 
for the mutual advantage of the two areas. 
The Northern Government is anxious, as 
it always has been, to encourage close com- 
mercial relations, provided that the 
Northern manufactories and industries 
generally are not deprived of the immense 
advantage which they enjoy as part of the 
British Customs Union, and the free entry 
for their goods into the British market. 
The making of trade agreements and 
Customs regulations are matters which are 
| British Government, and 
do not come directly under the control of 
the Northern Government. 

FREE STATE TARIFFS 
“ With the present high tariffs in opera- 
tion in the Free State, it is difficult to see 
how further advance can be made in the > 
direction of closer trade relations between 
North and South; even if a Trade Com- 
missioner were appointed in Belfast. Any 
movement to ‘lower the tariffs “between 
both areas would be welcomed by the busi- 
ness community in the North, but it was 
part of the larger problem of the Customs 
arrangements between the Free State and 
the United Kingdom.”’ 

Northern . business men with whom I 
have discussed the subject are of the 
opinion that the more business links that 
are forged between the North and South 
the greater will be the measure of co- 
operation eventually achieved. It was 
pointed out that there were two directions 
in which useful approach could be made, 
even at present, and before any formal 
agreement for reduction of tariffs. One 
was in regard to the supply of Irish flax 
for the Northern linen industry. Owing 
to the curtailment of the Russian supplies 
there is an immediate opportunity fol 
Free State farmers to reap a rich harvest. 
Flax is now selling in the North at £100 
per ton, and this quantity of flax could 
be produced from five acres of the crop. 
Flax is grown extensively in the Counties 
of Monaghan, Cavan and Donegal, and

The wide range of agreement reached 
in London has come as something of a 
surprise in Berlin. - Tonight, official 
quarters resolutely refused. to express any 
opinion until there has been some time 
to consider some of the thousand and one 
iinplications of the London proposals. 

Unless there is some sudden change in 
the trend of German ciplomacy, which 
is not likely, it seems safe to make the 
following predictions as to the lines 
which Germany’s answer to tue proposals 
will eventually take;— : 

(1) The Eastern Locarno—Uncondi- 
tional acceptance ofthis pact by Germany 
seems unlikely. 

(2) Austria—Eqnally unlikely. 

(3) Armaments~Germany would, no 
doubt, welcome negotiations on this point, 
but certainly not if adherence to the 
Eastern Locarno and Austrian Pacts were 
made pre-condition of such negotiations, 

(4) Return: to Geneva—Not. until the 
principle of equality has been guatanteed 
beforehand. 

(5) Mutual Air Convention—This 
might be considered, but it might also be 
argued that as Germany has—officially— 
no air force, sho is not in a position to 
make a convention about it. 

One things seems clear in the Nght of 
all official statements in recent weeks—an 
attempt to link up Germany’s adhesion to 
{European pages with the dropping of 
lArticle 5 of the Versailles Treaty would 
certainly. be regarded here as nothing 
short of coercion. 

If Germany does not accept all the 
‘Anglo-French proposals it sees here 
almost as though she might be in danger 
sof being jockeyed into the position of 
‘outlaw ” in European diplomacy. In 
view of such considerations it is not sur- 
gprising that official quarters wish to con- 
sider the matter very fully before com- 
misting themselves.

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THE RIGHT.HON. J. H. WHITLEY 
The Right Honourable John Henry Whitley, 
Chairman of the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, and sometime Speaker of the House 
of Commons, died yesterday in a nutsing home 


ip London. Born in Halifax on February 8, 


, Mr. Whitley was. the son of the late 
Nathan Whitley, who had been Mayor of 
Halifax. He was educated at Clifton College 
and at London University, and in business 
was associated with the cotton works of 
Messrs. 8. Whitley and Company, Halifax. 
During his whole Parliamentary life~a span 
of twenty-eight years—he sat as _representa- 
tive of Halifax. In 1907 he was appointed a 
Junior Lord of the Treasury, and in 1910 he 
became Deputy Chairman of Ways and 
Means, béing chosen as Chairman of Ways 
and Means and Deputy Speaker in the follow- 
ing year. In 1 he was elected Speaker 
of the House of Commons, an office which 
he filled during the next seven years with tact 
and gcion | He ranked, indeed, among the 
most popular of modern speakers. The first 
Non-Conformist and the first manufacturer 
do be elected to that high office, he declined, 
“for personal. reasóns,” the honour of a 
peerage ón his retirement, thus breaking a 
tradition which had been observed for up- 
wards of a century, 

Mr. Whitley’s name is associated with the 
Joint Industrial Councils for purposes of 
conciliation, set up on the recommendation 
of a committee, of which he was chairman. 
In 1909. he was Chairman of the Royal 
Commission on Labour in India, and in 1 
he was appointed Chairman of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation. Mr. Whitley 
married, in 1892, Marguerita Virginia of 
Jiwlio Marchetti, by whom he had two sons 
and two daughters. She died in 1925, and 
in 1928 he married Helen, daughter of J. A. 
Clarke, of Hunstanton and Fransham. 


THE REV. J. W. PARKHILL 

The Rev. James Wilson Parkhill, a former 
President of the Methodist Church in Ireland, 
died at his residence, Fortwilliam Park, Bel: 
fast, on Baturday last. Born in Belfast in 
1859, Mr, Parkhill enteréd the ministry in 
1884. In his earlier years he was in Clora- 
kilty, Skibbeteen” and Wexford, but his 
later ministry was spent in Enniskillen, 
Londonderry, Bangor, Carrickfergus, and 
Belfast, Mountpottinger, while to the Porta. 
úown circuit he gave three terms of service. 
He was chairman of some of the most im- 
portant districts of the Methodist Church,
